Sir: 

In  presenting  the  report  on  the  activities  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  31st  March,  1956,  one  cannot  overlook  the  fact  that  our  first  and 
jforemost  responsibility  is  to  society  as  a whole  and  that  this  responsibilit}" 
begins  with  the  custody  of  the  offender  against  society.  The  purpose  of  custody 
is  not  so  much  to  punish  as  to  solve  the  offender’s  problems,  treat  him  for  these 
problems  and  train  him  so  that  when  he  returns  to  society  he  will  be  a law- 
abiding,  useful  and  self-supporting  citizen  of  his  community.  To  this  end  we 
must  avoid  extremes  and  follow  a middle  course,  offering,  in  varying  degrees, 
sympathy,  encouragement  and  understanding  to  some,  and  to  others  under- 
standing and  firmness.  We  must  continue  to  provide  a progressive  and 
comprehensive  treatment  and  training  programme;  to  take  every  advantage  of 
modern  science;  adapt  all  known  and  proven  successes  in  other  jurisdictions 
where  practical,  and  to  carry  on  research  in  our  own  and  related  fields.  At  this 
juncture  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  there  are  three  types  of  custodial  institutions 
within  the  Department — close  custody,  semi-open  and  open  institutions.  During 
the  year  there  were  14,034  in  custody  in  our  semi-open  and  open  institutions, 
and  of  this  number  104,  or  .74%  absconded.  This  very  low  percentage  of  escapes 
from  open  and  semi-open  institutions  is  a record  of  which  we  can  be  justly  proud. 
We  are  convinced  that  a well-organized  full  programme  of  useful  activities  in 
some  measure  accounts  for  this  low  percentage  of  escapes,  but  it  also  reflects 
the  constant  alertness  of  our  custodial  officers. 

Employment 

There  is  today  a full  realization  that  convicted  persons  must  not  be  per- 
mitted to  remain  in  idleness,  and  that  the  development  of  a regular  work 
pattern  is  a necessary-  part  of  the  reform  process.  This  work  must  be  con- 
structive from  the  standpoint  of  the  prisoner’s  rehabilitation;  it  must  be  healthful, 
and  above  all  it  must  be  profitable,  both  materially  and  mentally.  A major 
portion  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  institutions  is  in  the  industrial  field;  hence, 
a large  industrial  programme  is  in  operation  in  our  institutions.  These  industries 
serve  a twofold  purpose  in  that  the}'  provide  the  basis  for  trade  training,  and  at 
the  same  time  play  an  important  part  in  the  reduction  in  the  cost  of  operation. 
Over  100  different  consumer’s  products  were  produced  in  the  industrial  shops 
during  the  year,  showing  a net  return  of  well  over  $2,000,000.  These  products, 
manufactured  or  processed,  were  marketed  solely  in  Provincial  Departments. 
Farm  crops  during  the  year  netted  a return  of  some  $329,000.  In  co-operation 
with  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  we  expanded  our  activities  in  the 
field  of  conservation  and  reforestation,  including  forest  fire  protection.  The 
training  of  selected  crews  of  inmates  in  fire  fighting  techniques  has  been  ex- 
panded, and  during  the  past  year  prisoners  were  again  called  out  to  combat 
raging  forest  fires  in  various  sections  of  the  Province.  Members  of  these  crews 
are  so  employed  at  their  respective  institutions  that  they  are  immediately 
available  as  a mobile  group  to  proceed  to  the  scene  of  the  fire  with  a fully  equipped 
fire-fighting  vehicle.  In  Sheraton  and  Nordica  Townships  in  the  Districts  of 
Cochrane  and  Temiskaming,  prisoners  from  the  Monteith  Industrial  Farm 
planted  a total  of  439,000  trees.  In  the  Townships  of  Nairn  and  Merritt  in  the 
Sudbur}'  District,  prisoners  from  the  Burwash  Industrial  Farm  planted  55,000 
trees,  in  addition  to  many  thousand  trees  planted  on  the  Burwash  Industrial 
Farm  property.  During  the  Summer  months  135  prisoners  were  employed  clear- 
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ing  ground  and  establishing  camp  sites  in  seven  different  areas  of  the  Province. 
As  a part  of  this  programme  a number  of  otherwise  inaccessible  beauty  spots 
have  been  made  available  to  the  public  and  have  been  ecjuipped  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  ever  increasing  number  of  tourists.  Prisoners  were  trans- 
ferred to  these  projects  from  the  nearest  district  jail  or  industrial  farm,  where 
they  lived  under  canvas  with  a minimum  of  custodial  restriction.  This  type  of 
employment  was  undertaken  by  prisoners  who  were  naturally  industrious  and 
whose  past  behaviour  indicated  a high  standard  of  co-operation  and  good  be- 
haviour. Our  confidence  in  these  men  was  fully  justified,  as  there  were  no  un- 
toward incidents  and  the  work  was  accomplished  smoothly  and  well.  This  work 
was  found  to  be  not  only  healthful  and  invigorating  to  the  individual,  but  the 
absence  of  any  evidence  of  confinement  and  the  minimum  of  restrictions  had  a 
most  desirable  effect  from  a reformative  and  rehabilitative  standpoint.  It  is 
felt  that,  a great  contribution  was  made  to  the  conservation  and  reforestation 
programme  in  these  areas. 

Plans  have  now  been  completed  to  enter  upon  a series  of  similar  projects  in 
Simcoe  County  where  we  are  to  co-operate  with  the  Huronia  and  Georgian  Bay 
Development  Commission.  Fifty  prisoners  are  to  be  emplo^^ed  on  this  under- 
taking, which  will  consist  of  applying  general  conservation  methods  for  the 
improvement  and  development  of  various  areas  within  the  county,  and  par- 
ticularly the  Sturgeon  River  Valley. 

Staff  Training 

The  use  of  modern  scientific  techniques  in  the  field  of  penology  has  made 
the  custodial  officer’s  job  far  more  complex.  The  need  for  adequate  instruction 
in  the  peculiar  duties  that  they  are  expected  to  carry  out  has  been  recognized 
and  an  excellent  programme  of  training  has  been  in  effect  for  the  past  several 
years.  It  includes  guidance  and  assistance  in  the  understanding  of  treatment 
procedures  and  objectives  in  their  work,  and  is  closely  and  effectively  integrated 
with  that  of  the  treatment  team. 

Imparting  such  knowledge  is  the  main  objective  of  our  Staff  Training  School 
at  Guelph.  During  the  past  year,  142  more  custodial  officers  were  trained  there. 
The  results  obtained  have  become  obvious,  because  good  staff  training  has 
increased  the  self-confidence  and  efficiency  of  our  custodial  staff  and  this,  in 
turn,  has  done  much  to  raise  morale  in  the  institutions  where  they  are  employ  ed. 

Our  curriculum  has  been  improved  from  time  to  time,  and  last  year  the  first 
United  Nations  Congress  on  the  Prevention  of  Crime  and  the  Treatment  of 
Offenders  was  so  favourably  impressed  that  the  entire  programme  of  staff  training 
was  published  in  a variet}^  of  languages  for  the  information  of  all  member  nations. 

Professional  Staff' 

Because  of  the  increasing  demands  for  professional!}'  trained  personnel  in 
all  phases  of  the  economy  of  the  country,  the  Department  experienced  consider- 
able difficulty  in  securing  professional  staff  to  execute  the  work  we  had  planned. 
However,  the  Director  of  Psychiatry  and  Neurology  and  the  Chief  Psychologist 
were  successful  in  enlisting  the  support  of  the  Dean  of  Medicine  and  Professors 
of  Psychiatry,  Psychology  and  Social  Studies  of  the  Universit}^  of  Toronto,  in 
expanding  our  programme  of  treatment  and  research  within  the  Department, 
and  of  post-graduate  training  of  professional  people. 
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A Research  Committee  was  set  up  by  the  Department,  consisting  of  the 
departmental  heads  of  the  professional  services  and  representatives  from  the 
university  faculties  concerned.  Four  Fellowships  were  awarded  and  the  reci- 
pients commenced  their  duties  in  the  Summer  of  1955.  Four  special  groups  of 
prisoners  were  selected  for  intensive  study.  All  of  these  had  exhibited  evidence 
of  behaviour  disorders  which  had  resulted  in  their  becoming  the  responsibility 
of  this  Department.  The  groups  selected  were  juvenile  delinquents;  prisoners 
addicted  to  narcotic  drugs  and  to  alcohol;  sexual  offenders  and  psy copaths. 

In  June  1955,  a psychiatrist  with  experience  in  research  in  the  field  of 
juvenile  delinquency  was  brought  from  England  to  work  under  the  joint  super- 
vision of  this  Department  and  the  Department  of  Psychiatry,  University  of 
Toronto.  His  immediate  assignment  was  a project  in  research  only,  and  was  a 
study  of  sexual  offences  committed  by  adults  against  children  of  both  sexes.  The 
district  for  the  study  comprised  the  whole  of  a typical  southern  Ontario  county 
with  a predominantly  rural  population,  but  containing  a small  industrial  city. 
To  assist  in  this  project  a junior  psychologist  and  a junior  social  worker  worked 
under  the  psychiatrist.  An  interim  report  was  submitted  in  March.  The  study 
will  be  continued  at  least  until  June,  1957. 

Treatment 

While  custody  and  gainful  employment  are  of  prime  importance  in  the  refor- 
mation of  the  offender,  these  alone  are  not  sufficient.  It  must  be  realized  that 
each  offender  has  a basic  problem  and  it  is  therefore  essential  that  every  effort 
be  made  to  assist  the  offender  to  overcome  his  problem.  Our  programme  of 
treatment  is  organized  to  provide  a full  measure  of  guidance,  counselling  and 
therapy. 

During  the  past  year  our  treatment  facilities  have  been  doubled  and  now 
include  a trade  training  centre  for  young  offenders,  a clinic  for  the  treatment  of 
alcoholism,  a neuro-psychiatric  clinic,  a training  centre  for  those  who  are  illiterate 
or  near  illiterate,  a mental  health  clinic  for  women  and  a clinic  to  provide  treat- 
ment for  those  who  are  addicted  to  narcotics. 

Trade  Training  for  Young  Offenders 

Since  the  Ontario  Training  Centre  at  Brampton  was  established  nine  years 
ago,  2,389  students  have  been  trained  there.  Selected  students  between  the  ages 
of  16  and  25  are  given  trade  training  in  any  one  of  nine  different  trades.  They 
have  the  opportunity  to  continue  their  academic  education  and  a resident 
psychologist  helps  them  with  problems  of  adjustment. 

In  October  1955,  a new  Training  Centre  for  young  offenders  was  opened  at 
the  Industrial  Farm,  Burtch.  To  this  is  sent  a selected  group  of  young  prisoners 
between  the  ages  of  16  and  25,  who,  because  of  their  limited  learning  capacity, 
are  unsuitable  for  the  Training  Centre  at  Brampton.  They  are  given  some 
academic  training,  but  are  chiefly  given  vocational  training  in  woodworking, 
metal  work  and  bricklaying.  During  the  brief  period  that  this  centre  has  been 
in  operation  the  rehabilitation  results  have  been  comparable  with  those  obtained 
at  the  Brampton  Training  Centre.  At  Burtch,  as  at  Brampton,  these  young 
offenders  are  segregated  from  more  sophisticated  and  less  desirable  influences. 
In  addition  to  academic  training  and  semi-skilled  trade  training  psychological 
help  is  available  at  all  times. 
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Treatment  of  Alcoholism 

A great  many  people  are  sentenced  to  our  institutions  because  they  are 
addicted  to  alcohol.  This  Department  pioneered  the  idea  of  giving  clinical 
treatment  to  alcoholics  while  they  were  undergoing  sentence.  The  results 
obtained  from  treating  some  1,400  patients  to  date  in  this  way  at  the  Alex.  G. 
Brown  Memorial  Clinic  in  Mimico  have  led  us  to  believe  that  it  costs  less  in  the 
long  run  to  provide  this  type  of  treatment  than  it  does  to  do  nothing  about  their 
drinking  problem. 

Neuro-P sychiatric  Centre 

If  a prisoner  becomes  psychotic  while  undergoing  sentence,  it  has  been  and 
will  continue  to  be  the  policy  of  this  Department  to  transfer  such  cases  to  an 
Ontario  Hospital.  There  are,  however,  in  addition  to  these  a number  who,  due 
to  poor  mental  health  or  sexual  deviation,  would  benefit  from  short  term  psy- 
chiatric treatment.  Since  the  Neuro-Psychiatric  Clinic  at  Guelph  has  been 
opened  its  results  to  date  have  more  than  justified  the  need  for  such  a clinic  in  a 
penal  setting. 

Health  Clinic  for  Women 

In  a separate  building  at  the  Andrew  Mercer  Reformatory  for  Women  a 
small  mental  health  clinic  was  opened  in  October  last.  This  pilot  unit  will 
continue  to  operate  for  at  least  a year,  or  until  we  obtain  the  more  pretentious  unit 
which  is  planned  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  more  reformable  inmates  from  the 
Mercer.  Patients  discharged  from  this  clinic  are  too  few  in  number,  and  have 
been  discharged  for  such  a short  time,  that  no  conclusions  as  to  the  effectiveness 
of  treatment  can  be  drawn.  We  have  already  found  difficulty  in  keeping  the 
clinic  full  without  the  inclusion  of  offenders  who  are  not  good  custodial  risks,  or 
whose  long  criminal  records  indicate  that  the  chance  of  rehabilitation  is  slight. 

Drug  Addiction  Clinic 

It  is  possible  to  become  addicted  to  narcotics,  through  daily  usage,  in  a 
matter  of  a few  weeks.  Once  addicted,  any  person  who  is  unable  to  support  this 
addiction  is  likely  to  turn  to  crime  in  order  to  ensure  a constant  supply  of  the 
drug.  For  these  reasons  it  seemed  imperative  that  positive  steps  should  be  taken 
by  the  Department  to  provide  the  necessary  clinical  help  these  unfortunate 
people  require  if  they  are  to  combat  this  type  of  addiction.  In  Januar}^  1956, 
the  Department  opened  a 25-bed  clinic  at  Mimico,  where  a clinical  team  provides 
treatment  to  selected  male  patients  who  seek  help  in  breaking  their  addiction  to 
narcotics. 

After  Care 

With  sentence  and  treatment  completed  the  person  is  faced  with  the  prob- 
lem of  making  a satisfactory  adjustment  in  their  community.  Last  year  our 
staff  of  21  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officers,  who  are  located  throughout  the 
Province,  interviewed  11,313  people  and  gave  practical  assistance  to  4,503  of 
them.  This  took  such  forms  as:  arranging  for  board  and  emplo^mient,  getting 
necessary  tools  and  clothing  and  establishing  desirable  social  contacts. 

Future  Plans 

Progress  in  the  field  of  penology  in  the  world  was  ver}^  slow  for  many  years. 
In  this  Province  the  first  major  step  in  the  treatment  of  the  offender  was  with  the 
establishment  of  the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph,  in  1909.  Since  that  time

many  changes  have  been  made;  however,  the  greatest  period  of  progress  in  the 
Department  has  been  made  in  the  last  decade.  Five  open  custody  institutions 
and  four  clinics  have  been  established  since  1946.  The  responsibilities  of  the 
Department  during  this  era  have  more  than  doubled.  In  1946  there  were  21,614 
persons  convicted  as  compared  to  45,376  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31st, 
1956.  However,  at  this  time  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  commitments 
and  convictions  for  this  year  decreased  slightly  from  the  figures  for  the  year 
1955.  Commitments  totalled  51,166,  and,  as  mentioned  above,  convictions  45,376. 
These  figures  represent  a decrease  of  1,652  or  3.1%  and  1,523  or  3.2%  respectively. 
The  number  committed  to  the  reformatories  and  industrial  farms  by  transfer 
from  the  jails  was  10,398,  which  was  comparable  to  the  previous  year  when  10,341 
were  committed.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  transfer  of  prisoners  from  jails  to  the 
reformatories  and  industrial  farms,  the  Department  purchased  a bus.  The  use 
of  this  vehicle  has  expedited  the  transfers  of  prisoners,  thus  relieving  the  jails 
of  sentenced  prisoners  and  thereby  preventing  overcrowding. 

In  keeping  with  your  policy  of  classification,  and  in  order  to  have  adequate 
facilities  for  the  segregation  of  the  various  types  of  prisoners,  plans  were  made 
for  increased  accommodation  where  proper  treatment  could  be  provided.  Some 
of  these  plans  have  been  implemented  and  carried  to  completion  and  treatment 
for  certain  prisoners  inaugurated.  Other  plans  in  the  form  of  buildings  were 
finalized  and  construction  started.  We  refer  to  the  Ontario  Reformatory, 
Millbrook,  which  will  be  our  only  close  custody  institution,  and  which  will  be 
used  to  treat  the  intractable  group  of  prisoners.  This  type  of  prisoner  is  not 
amenable  to  the  discipline  and  treatment  programme  carried  on  in  our  semi-open 
and  open  custody  institutions.  During  the  last  year  we  have  been  forced  through 
circumstances  to  remove  these  intractable  prisoners  from  our  institutions  and  re- 
turn them  to  the  jails  to  serve  their  sentence.  These  prisoners  will  be  sent  to 
Millbrook  where  a treatment  programme  designed  to  their  needs  will  be  carried 
on  under  a specially  trained  professional  and  lay  staff. 

General 

On  the  following  pages  will  be  found  separate  accounts  of  the  year’s  activ- 
ities from  the  Ontario  Board  of  Parole,  the  Salvation  Army  and  the  Depart- 
ment’s Farms.  Part  II  of  this  report,  which  is  being  published  separately,  deals 
with  the  Training  Schools,  administered  under  the  jurisdiction  of  your  Depart- 
ment. 

Finally,  this  report  would  be  incomplete  without  a word  of  grateful  thanks 
to  a loyal  and  devoted  staff.  We  are  fortunate  indeed  in  having  so  many  who 
are  serving  the  Department  because  of  their  desire  to  serve  mankind.  It  is 
through  the  efforts  of  these  good  people  that  }"our  policy  and  plans  are  imple- 
mented and  success  achieved.

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DEPARTMENTAL  FARMS 
REPORT 

Fiscal  Year  Ending  March  31,  1956 

Herewith  a report  on  the  Departmental  Farms  for  the  fiscal  year  1955-1956. 
The  farms  so  classified  are  The  Ontario  Reformatory  Farms  at  Guelph  and 
Mimico;  The  Industrial  Farms  at  Burwash,  Monteith,  Burritt’s  Rapids,  Burtch 
and  Fort  William;  The  Ontario  Training  School  for  Boys  at  Bowmanville. 

(A)  PRODUCTION: 

The  value  of  farm  production  for  the  year  totalled  $361,993.24,  this  being  the 
value  of  produce  used  and  sold,  and  increase  in  livestock  inventory,  based  on 
Departmental  prices  and  composed  of  the  following: 

(1)  Crops — The  farms  situated  in  Southern  Ontario  generally  suffered  from 
the  prolonged  drought  and,  lacking  irrigation,  the  potato  and  garden  vegetable 
crops  were  well  below  normal  harvests.  Climatic  conditions  at  the  northern 
farms  were  generally  good  and  at  Fort  William  and  Burwash  in  particular  the 
harvest  returns  were  very  satisfactory. 

(a)  For  human  consumption. 

(1)  Potatoes — Largely  due  to  a very  good  harvest  at  Burwash  the 
total  production  was  not  far  below  Departmental  require- 
ments. Total  production  was  36,585  bus.  valued  at  $27,438.75. 

(2)  Fruits  and  Vegetables — These  crops  including  greenhouse 
production  at  Guelph  have  a total  value  of  $24,559.43. 

(b)  Farm  Feeds — 

The  production  of  forage  crops,  grain  and  roots  was  consider- 
ably above  the  previous  year;  the  harvest  of  all  forage  crops  was 
4,208  tons  valued  at  $53,820.00.  28,460  bus.  of  grain  were  har- 

vested with  a value  of  $23,029.35.  Roots  totalled  19,229  bus.  with 
a value  of  $7,056.00.  Unfortunately  owing  to  fire  loss  it  was 
necessary  to  purchase  additional  hay  at  Burwash  and  additional 
supplies  were  required  at  Rideau  and  Mimico.  Owing  to  climatic 
conditions  soy  beans  were  not  generally  successful  but  the  tonnage 
of  grass  silage  was  greatly  increased  and  has  proven  to  be  of  great 
value  on  all  farms. 

(2)  Milk— 

The  total  quantity  of  milk  produced  was  3,218,420  lbs.  Of  this, 
3,138,406  lbs.  were  used  or  sold  to  other  Governmental  Institutions,  the 
value  being  $125,536.24. 

(3)  Meat — 

A total  production  of  meat  for  the  year  is  valued  at  $66,089.93.  This 
consists  of  73,755  lbs.  of  beef  with  a value  of  $13,686.05;  188,490  lbs.  of 
pork  with  a value  of  $47,788.76;  1,060  lbs.  of  lamb  with  a value  of 
$382.88  and  12,782  lbs.  of  poultry'  meat  valued  at  $4,232.24. 
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(4)  Eggs — 

Production  totalled  24,914  doz.  with  a value  of  $10,795,76. 

(5)  Livestock — 

Sales  of  livestock  for  the  year  totalled  $11,129.53 
Increase  in  livestock  inventory  $12,538.25 

(B)  LAND: 

During  the  year  additional  farm  land  was  obtained  for  use  of  the  Industrial 
Farm,  Monteith  for  the  purpose  of  growing  additional  supplies.  About  8 acres 
of  this  were  cleared  and  will  be  cropped  for  the  1956  season.  It  is  expected,  after 
clearing,  30  or  40  acres  of  land  will  be  available  for  this  purpose. 

Approximately  400  acres  of  new  land  were  brushed  over  at  Burwash  and  will 
be  completely  cleared  for  cultivation  during  the  coming  year. 

(C)  FARM  BUILDINGS: 

(a)  Burwash — A number  of  small,  pole  type,  hay  barns  have  been  con- 
structed throughout  the  area  for  the  purpose  of  storing  hay  in  smaller 
volume  units  to  avoid  serious  losses  by  fire. 

(b)  Rideau — Four  pole  type  hay  barns  have  been  constructed  and  will 
provide  adequate  storage  for  forage  crops. 

(D)  LIVESTOCK: 

(a)  Dairy  Cattle — The  dairy  herds  continue  to  make  ver}^  satisfactory 
production  records.  The  Burwash  herd  had  an  average  production  of 
119%  of  breed  average  for  both  milk  and  butter  fat.  At  Guelph  a 
daughter  of  the  noted  bull  Woodland  Senator  Posch  Pabst  completed 
her  second  consecutive  record  with  over  1,000  lbs.  of  butter  fat. 

(b)  Beef  Cattle — The  three  beef  herds  at  Burwash,  Burtch  and  Fort  William 
are  in  the  process  of  being  increased  by  natural  means  and  this  process 
is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

(c)  Swine— Destruction  by  fire  of  the  piggery  at  Bowmanville  caused 
considerable  loss  and  an  infectious  disease  at  Burtch  made  necessary 
the  disposal  of  the  herd  at  that  Institution.  New  piggeries  are 
urgently  needed  at  both  these  institutions  and  at  Fort  William. 
Other  herds  made  satisfactory  returns  and  good  progress.  A Landrace 
boar  was  purchased  at  Guelph  and  comparisons  will  be  made  of  pure 
Yorkshires  and  Yorkshire-Landrace  cross  on  the  basis  of  economy  of 
production  and  grade. 

(d)  Poultry — Poultry  are  being  kept  on  a profitable  basis  at  Fort  William, 
Mimico,  Bowmanville  and  Monteith.  A new  strain  of  egg  laying 
h3Trids  is  being  compared  at  Mimico  with  production  of  the  standard 
breeds  heretofore  kept  at  this  institution.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

THE  ONTARIO  BOARD  OF  PAROLE 

For  the  Year  Ending  March  31st,  1956 

Under  the  Parole  Act,  1946,  and  its  Amendment  of  1952  the  Ontario  Board 
of  Parole  is  authorized  to  grant  or  withhold  parole  to  prisoners  having  indeter- 
minate sentences  and  for  their  supervision  upon  being  released. 

The  Board  conducts  monthly  meetings  at  the  following  institutions: — 
Industrial  Farm,  Burwash;  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph;  Ontario  Training 
Centre,  Brampton;  Ontario  Reformatory,  Mimico;  and  the  Andrew  Mercer 
Reformatory,  Toronto;  The  Good  Shepherd  Industrial  Refuges  at  Toronto  and 
Minnow  Lake,  Ontario. 

An  inmate  who  is  serving  a definite  plus  an  indeterminate  sentence  appears 
automatically  before  the  Board  approximately  two  months  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  his  definite  sentence. 

All  female  cases  who  are  considered  by  the  Board  are  serving  indeterminate 
sentences  only,  and  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  interview  these  cases  approxi- 
mately two  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  half  the  indeterminate  sentence. 

Previous  to  the  Board’s  interview  with  the  inmate,  all  necessary  information 
is  obtained  including  Magistrate’s  Report;  Police  Report;  R.C.M.P.  Report; 
Probation  Officer’s  Pre-Sentence  Report;  a home  investigation;  and  family 
history  from  inmate’s  wife,  parents  or  other  interested  persons. 

The  inmate  is  granted  a personal  interview  with  the  Board  and  is  immediately 
advised  in  writing  as  to  the  decision  reached.  Those  granted  parole  are  inter- 
viewed by  the  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officer  at  the  Institution  and  a parole 
plan  in  reference  to  employment  and  living  accommodation  is  formulated. 

When  released  on  parole  from  the  Reformatory,  supervision  is  maintained 
by  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officers  who  are  responsible  for  areas  throughout 
the  Province.  The  man  is  visited  monthly  and  is  given  every  assistance  in 
order  that  he  may  be  re-established  in  society.  The  Officers  and  Counties  which 
they  supervise  are  as  follows:

REPORT  OF  THE  PRISON,  JAIL  AND  POLICE  COURT  WORK 
IN  THE  PROVINCE  OF  ONTARIO 

For  Year  Ending  December  31,  1955 

In  1865  William  Booth  founded  The  Salvation  Army  and  since  then  the 
organization  has  marched  around  the  world  saving  souls  and  reclaiming  lives  in 
ever-widening  extent  and  with  increasingly  varied  departments  of  Social  Welfare 

Service. 

Dating  back  to  its  origin  and  associated  with  its  earliest  endeavours,  is  the 
development  of  Prison  and  Police  Court  work  and  it  has  traditional  associations 
with  the  first  practical  interest  in  prison  reform  and  the  first  years  of  the  operation 
of  The  Ticket-of-Leave  Act. 

From  coast  to  coast,  officials  of  Federal,  Provincial  and  City  Courts  are  loud 
in  their  praise  of  the  work  of  The  Salvation  Army  officers  who  so  faithfully 
attend  the  sessions  of  the  courts  and  respond  to  every  request  for  help  either  by 
prisoner,  his  family  or  the  responsible  authorities  involved.  Only  recently  a 
magistrate  of  a large  community  has  said,  speaking  of  a retiring  officer: 

‘‘His  devoted  service  on  behalf  of  his  fellow-man  has  been  an 
inspiration  to  us  all.  His  work  has  been  invaluable  in  many 
cases  which  are  of  a social  rather  than  a criminal  nature.  The 
importance  of  his  work  can  be  judged  by  the  high  calibre  of 
man  the  Army  appoints  to  posts  such  as  this.” 

A Crown  attorney  says: 

“My  praise  for  his  work  cannot  be  too  high.  He  has  been  a 
tremendous  help  to  the  Court.  His  unassuming  manner  is 
typical  of  the  band  of  loyal  followers  to  which  he  belongs.” 

In  the  penal  institutions.  The  Salvation  Army  is  a valued  and  welcome 
servant  of  all.  Not  only  ministering  to  the  spiritual  therapy  of  the  men  by 
chaplain  service  in  the  conducting  of  meetings  and  providing  musical  programs 
but  in  personal  interviews  with  the  men.  One  Governor  says: 

“The  whole  atmosphere  of  the  Institution  is  changed  by  the 
influence  of  your  officer.” 

It  can  be  equally  said  of  Provincial  Jails,  Reformatories,  and  Prison  Farms. 

The  relationship  of  The  Salvation  Army  with  the  Remission  Service  Branch 
of  the  Department  of  Justice  has  been  one  of  mutual  understanding  and  co- 
operation which  continues  in  increasing  value  and  far  reaching  results  as  the  work 
of  that  branch  of  Prison  Reform  develops  and  extends.  This  has  always  been 
so  but,  with  the  improved  methods  and  suggested  advances  in  pre-release  and 
after-care  supervision,  will  reach  higher  standards  of  successful  achievement. 

It  is  not  too  well-known  and  certainly  not  recognized  as  it  should  be,  that 
The  Salvation  Army  has  a well-organized  and  personally  conducted  service  that 
touches  every  aspect  of  human  need.  Branches  of  Social  Service,  which  are  now

coming  into  prominence  and  receiving  much  publicity,  have  been  in  operation 
within  the  organization  for  fifty  years.  Rehabilitation  of  the  prisoner,  a new 
phrase  to  many,  has  been  everyday  procedure  in  the  Social  Service  Centres  and 
thousands  of  men  and  women  have  been  restored  to  righteousness  and  self- 
respect,  returned  to  their  families  and  become  successful  and  useful  citizens  in 
their  community. 

In  addition  to  the  many  regular  services  carried  on  throughout  the  year, 
two  phases  have  been  developed  and  presage  future  increase  in  extent  and  use- 
fulness and  which  are  unequalled  or  unparalleled  elsewhere.  There  are  the 
Bible  Study  Courses,  introduced  either  as  Bible  Study  Groups  within  the 
Institutions  or  as  a Correspondence  Course  through  the  Prison  Department, 
Toronto,  and  conducted  by  Sr.  Major  Thomas  Hobbins  of  London,  Ontario. 
Many  hundreds  of  Certificates  have  been  presented  as  a result  of  completed 
courses  and  some  have  requested  to  continue  the  studies  after  release.  There 
is  also  the  Rehabilitation  Program  which  includes  the  provision  of  shelter,  food, 
clothing  and  employment  for  the  released  prisoner  or  for  those  on  Parole  or 
Ticket-of-Leave. 

In  submitting  the  attached  report  of  the  Prison  and  Police  Court  Depart- 
ment for  1955,  I would  point  out  that  it  only  represents  the  statistical,  physical 
or  material  record  but  cannot  by  any  means,  represent  the  impact  or  power 
of  the  spiritual  ministry  by  hundreds  of  men  and  women  whose  hearts  God 
has  touched  and  who  serve  with  heart  to  God  and  hand  to  man.  Truly  they 
are  the  living  Body  of  Christ,  consecrated  and  annointed  “to  preach  good 
tidings  unto  the  meek,  to  bind  up  the  broken  hearted,  to  proclaim  liberty  to  the 
captive  and  the  opening  of  the  prison  to  them  that  are  bound.”  {Isaiah  61  : 1). 

The  Salvation  Army  wishes  to  express  once  again  its  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  many  favours  extended  to  it,  by  the  Department  of  Reform  Institutions, 
by  Major,  The  Honourable  John  W.  Foote,  V.C.,  Minister,  Colonel  Hedley 
Basher,  Deputy  Minister,  his  senior  officials  and  members  of  the  staff.  Also, 
to  all  Superintendents  and  staffs  of  the  various  Institutions,  Magistrates,  Crown 
Attorneys,  Police  Chiefs,  and  our  multitude  of  supporters  and  interested  friends.

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SPECIAL  TREATMENT  CENTRES 


THE  ALEX  G.  BROWN  CLINIC  FOR  ALCOHOLICS 
is  operated  as  a separate  unit  on  the  Mimico  Reformatory^ 
property.  There  is  no  age  limit  and  the  patients  are 
drawn  from  the  Reformatories  and  Industrial  Farms  of 
the  Province.  Treatment  is  provided  at  the  request  of 
alcoholic  prisoners  who  are  then  screened  before  treatment 
is  given.  A few  are  excluded  for  medical  reasons  or  lack  of 
proper  motivation. 

Treatment  is  given  during  the  last  30  days  of  the 
prisoner’s  sentence  and  involves  supplying  the  patient 
with  an  understanding  of  his  alcoholic  and  personality 
problems  and  initiating  the  medical,  psychological,  social 
and  spiritual  help  required  for  a successful  solution  to  his 
problem.

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DRUG  ADDICTION  CLINIC 


In  January,  1956,  the  Department  opened  this  Clinic 
where  male  inmates,  who  are  addicted  to  narcotics,  may  re- 
ceive treatment  for  their  addiction.  The  new  Clinic  has 
accommodation  for  25  patients  and  is  considered  as  a pilot 
unit,  capable  of  expansion  if  experience  shows  the  need  for  a 
larger  unit.  For  administrative  purposes,  it  is  combined 
with  the  A.  G.  Brown  Clinic  for  Alcoholics.  In  other 
respects  it  is  self-contained  and  is  a closed  unit,  in  contrast 
to  the  open  institutions  of  the  Department.  The  staff 
consists  of  a part-time  psychiatric  specialist  with  experience 
in  the  treatment  of  addicts,  a Senior  Departm.ental  Ps\^chol- 
ogist,  a Junior  Psychologist,  and  a Social  Worker.  The 
Chief  Ps^xhologist  and  the  Director  of  Neurolog}'  and 
Psychiatry  of  the  Department  are  available  for  consulta- 
tion. 

Patients  are  accepted  on  a voluntar\'  basis  and  the 
treatment  period  covers  the  last  four  months  of  the  inmate’s 
sentence.  There  is  no  age  limit. 

Post-discharge  rehabilitation  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Clinic  staff  and  the  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officers  of 
the  Department.

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THE  NEURO-PSYCHIATRIC  CLINIC 


This  clinic  is  located  at  the  Ontario  Reformatory, 
Guelph,  and  occupies  the  whole  second  floor  of  the  new 
Hospital  Wing.  There  is  no  age  limit  but  all  patients  are 
male.  Transfer  to  the  Clinic  is  made  after  medical  and 
psychiatric  examinations  have  been  made.  The  Clinic 
is  used  for  the  investigation  and  treatment  of  psychiatric 
and  neurological  patients,  and  for  research. 
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Electroencephalograph,  this  instrument  shows  abnormal  waves 
produced  by  the  brain.  This  is  part  of  the  equipment 
at  the  Clinic.
